Reed  Pieces  Near  Auction

A  portion  of  the  City  of  (Jmaha’s 
Byron  Reed  coin  and  document  collec¬ 
tion  could  be  sold  this  fall  if  the  Citv 
Council  approves  the  auction  hou.se  that 
Mayor  Daub  recommended  Wednesday. 

A  five-member  committee  of  city  olti- 
aaJs  under  Daub's  direction  chose 
Christie’s,  a  New  York  Citv  auction 
house,  and  its  wholly  owned  subsidiary, 

Spink  America,  to  handle  the  $3.5  mil¬ 
lion  sale. 

Ken  Hunger.  a.ssistant  city  attorney, 
estimated  that  about  2.(X)0  of  the  Ib.CXX) 
coins,  medals,  pieces  of  paper  money, 
books  and  manuscripts  in  the  Reed 
collection  would  be  sold.  He  said  that 
one-fourth  to  one-third  of  the  $3.5  mil¬ 
lion  pn^bdbK  would  be  raised  through 
the  sale  of  biH'k.^  and  manuscnpts  and 
that  the  rest  would  come  from  the 
auction  of  coins  ;md  paper  money. 

Christie’s  and  Spink  did  not  recom- 
memd  the  .sale  of  Reed’s  1804  silver 
dollar,  the  most  valuable  object  in 
the  collection,  said  James  Lamb,  presi¬ 
dent  of  Spink  America.  Hunger  said  the 
city  IS  not  planning  to  .sell  the  coin. 

In  addition.  Lamb  said  the  proposal 
does  not  recommend  selhng  any  of  the 
335  pattern  coins.  Some  of  these  design 
prototypes  were  adopted  and  some  were 
not.  Most  experts  consider  the  patterns 
to  be  the  most  important  part  of  the 
collection.

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How  I  Designed  The  1992

When  I  sat  down  to  design  the  1992  Olympic 
commemorative  coin,  I  had  a  few  simple  criteria  in 
mind: 

>  The  best  possible  baseball  image  would  be 
necessary. 

Baseball  was,  for  the  first  time,  a  medal  spon 
in  1992.  I  love  baseball;  any  one  of  the  judges 
considering  history  and  marketing  would  no  doubt 
be  looking  for  a  baseball  design,  I  thought. 

>■  I  wanted  a  widely-spaced  LIBERTY,  just 
slighdy  tighter  than  that  on  the  Walking  Liberty 
half  dollar,  and  I  wanted  the  image  to  fit  into — 
rather  than  smother — the  letters. 

This  spacing,  for  me,  was  important.  Notice  on 
the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  how  the  distance 
between  “T”  and ‘T’  are  equal 
to  the  distance  between  “Y”  uni  ^ 


and  the  heel  of  Miss 
Libcrt>'’s  foot.  On  my  final 
design,  notice  how  the  “L” 
of  LIBERTY  isequal 
distance  from 
“I”  as  it  is  to 
the  pitcher’s 
rubber  (just  be¬ 
hind  the  foot). 

>  The  date  had  to  be  promi 
nent  and  straight  across  hori¬ 
zontally  (the  proper  numis¬ 
matic  term  eludes  me  here). 

The  date  is  unusual  in  that 
its  type  is  larger  than  all  the  other 
type  on  the  coin.  Perhaps  it  is  the 
largest  date  to  ever  appear  on  a 
U.S.  coin.

The  athlete  now  has  a  standard  gnp.  A  pitcher’s 
rubber  was  also  added  just  behind  the  right  foot 
(some  people  at  the  Mint  thought  that  he  was  a 
second-baseman  or  shortstop).  And,  finally,  a 
large  “USA”  was  added  to  the  front  of  the  Jersey. 

Chester  Martin  was  great  to  work  with  on  the 
plaster  model.  I  assisted  him  on  two  separate 
occasions.  He  allowed  me  to  sculpt  the  pitcher’s 
rubber,  much  of  the  glove,  the  throwing  hand,  the 
wrinkles  of  the  shoes — a  real  delight! 

1  hope  1  was  able  to  shed  some  light  on  the 
matter  of  the  Olympic  baseball  commemorative.
